Ce ae, “Baltetin” 
nas to Say of Keno and its Futare. 

A correspondent of the San Fran- 
ciscc Bulletin writes a very interesting 
letter on Reno and her future, under 
head of “Satisfactory business pros- 
pects.” He says: “The fire was the 
means of changing the business local- 
ity. It moved towards the western 
limits, and since then property in that 
portion of the town has adVahced 
tully 100 per cent. Tne people seem 
perfectly satisfied with their present 
state of business affairs, and look 
hopefully towards the future. Quite 
a large trade in cattle has sprung up 
between Reno and Southern Oreyon.” 
The farming interests are noticed as 
follows: “Ia Washoe county a large 
quantity of land has been brought 
under cultivation within the past year, 
and just in proportion asthe yield 
trom the mines go on decreasing, 80 
do the people turn their attention to 
other pursuits. It is estimated that 
the Steamboat Canal, which runs 
through the Truckee Meadows, will 
be the means of bringing within the 


next five years some ten thousand 
acres of land noder cultivation in that 


loam, and with the irrigation the 
canal will give it, wiligrow anything, 
The same may be said of the sagebrush 
land which, until a year or so ago, 
was considered a desert. It is now 


all kinds of vegetables and early fruit, 
and it is looked upon as the finest 
land in the State. They claim that it 
will grow the finest strawberries on 
the coast. Une grower last season 
picked 1,500 boxes from off a little 
over halfan acre. The people have 
in fact un to find oat that silver is 
not their only source of wealth. 

He speaks of Nevada's Asylum:

Only lately about 160 
of the inmates were brought from 
Stockton, Cal., where the State of 
Nevada had been paying for their 
board, having no suitable quarters for 
them within its own boundary lines. 
An instance is recounted of these un- 
furtunates, which goes to show that, if 
bereft of their ordinary reason, they 
are still subject to the soothing iuflu- 


jeoces of home, It w said that in less 


than one week after their removal frum 
Stockton and installation in their new 
Nevada homes, they showed signs of 
great improvement in health, and, 
added my informant, in intellect too.“ 
It is evident that some of the inmates 
ure not such big fools as they look. 
| The Nevada Asylum authorities have 
| adopted a custom which otber institu- 
tions of a like nature have found ben- 
eficial, giving the inmates a dance 
every Saturday night. This practice 
was first adopted at the Bicetre Asy- 
lum in Paris, and fuuod it to be pro- 
ductive of the very best results. It is 
only, after all, a further development 
of the old saying that man is essen- 
tially a sociable animal. Amusement 
is as necessary to a healthy and vigor- 
ous development of the intellect as
